* Show data and/or TEP concurrence
* Explain for Corps crediting
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Section 7: Ecological Suitability
& Sustainability

" Pick a good site.
" Why does the project fit the landscape?

= Can functional lift persist with minimal
human intervention?

" Perpetuity means forever.

= State has an obligation as easement
holder.
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il Section 8: Vegetation Plan

" General, but thorough.

" Present and past conditions.

" Project goals.

= Site preparation and problem vegetation.
= Seeding/planting materials and zones.

" Expected maintenance.

" Rough schedule of events.

" Minnesota Wetland Plant ID Guide.
= State Seed Mixes.

" Grassland Inter-seeding Guidelines.

= Conservation/Restoration “What’s
Working” Information.

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Summary

" Prospectus is first detailed review.

= Comments make Full Application better.
" Be clear and consistent.

" Help reviewers understand your project.

" Assume you’re writing for someone who
knows nothing about the site or project.
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Ending the Prospectus Phase
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= Collect all comments and wait for letters
before reacting
